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The Romulus Police Department is 
asking for your help in identifying and 
locating a man believed to be respon- 
sible for a fatal shooting that took place 
in Romulus at about 1:30 a.m. on Tues- 
day, December 30, 2003. 

According to Detective Sergeant 
Dennis Felice, the suspect approached 
two people talking in a vehicle on Pond 
Way and reportedly attempted to rob 
them. One of the occupants — 29-year- 
old Michael McClendon of Detroit — 
struggled briefly with the suspect, who 
allegedly pulled him from the vehicle 
and threw him to the ground, then shot 
him three times. 


Romulus police have prepared this composite drawing of the man 
suspected in a fatal shooting that took place last week. He is described 
as a light-skinned black male in his early to mid 20s, about 5'10" or 5'11" 
with a husky build, clean-shaven face, closely cropped hair, and denim 
clothing, including a jacket embroidered with "ROCAWEAR" (see left).

Police Seek Suspect in Fatal Shooting 









Following the shooting, the suspect 
is reported to have walked calmly away. 
He was last seen on foot, heading west 
from the location. 

The victim, McClendon, managed 
to get himself back into the vehicle, and 
his friend drove him out of the area, 
eventually flagging down patrol officers 
near Brandt and Eureka. Community 
E.M.S. transported McClendon to Heri- 
tage Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead.

DPW Clarifies Ash Wood Availability 


Carl Brooks, director of the City 
of Romulus Department of Public 
Works, would like to clarify a number 
of issues related to the free ash wood 
currently available from the DPW. 

As many residents know, the City 
has been cutting down diseased ash 


trees in City-right-of-way areas. State 
agencies have deemed this wood to 
be safe for burning. 

The Romulus DPW is providing 
free ash wood at residents’ request 
on a geographical basis. |n other 
words, ash wood that is cut in one 
section of the city will be delivered to 
residents from the same area. 


Brooks noted that the ash wood 
available to residents is not fireplace 
ready; rather, it is cut into 4' to 6 
lengths. It is up to the homeowner to 
cut the wood into smaller pieces suit- 
able for burning in a fireplace. 

He also reminded residents that 
there is no timetable set for delivery 
of the wood. 

Finally, Brooks explained that, 
although the DPW is making a sin- 
cere effort to get ash wood to all who 
ask for it, there is no guarantee that all 
requests will be filled.

husky build (probably 200+ pounds), 
clean-shaven face, very closely cropped 
hair, and matching denim clothing, in- 
cluding pants, a baseball hat, and a 
jacket with the word "ROCAWEAR" 
embroidered in orange and brown on 
the back. (Photographs depicting the 
type of ROCAWEAR insignia worn by 
the gunman can be found on page 1, 
along with a composite drawing of his 
face.) 

The weapon used in the shooting, a 
small-caliber revolver, is possibly silver 
in color.
